The three saxophonists abandoned their 
orthodox instruments, blew into the bottles and out 
came another tune. The shopping for those effects 
was done at the corner drug-store.

One sound he uses, though, hurts the sensitive 
Kostelanetz ear. It is produced by an obsolete in- 
strument called the “rothophone,” a cross between an 
anaemic saxophone and a flute. He says it should 
be called a “rotten-phone’”—but its wheezy tone is 


a good one.

Andre thinks the best effects are usually the easiest 
ones. He ends his orchestration of Good Night, Ladies, 
for example, with the slam of a door—a real one. 
One of his most famous tags goes with Church Mouse 
on a Spree. He went around to a 53rd Street hard- 
ware store, bought two mouse-traps—one for a spare 
—and had Violinist Ocko snap the steel catch into a 
microphone to end the number.

One Kostelanetz musician makes a living by the skin 
of jus teeth. He is Bernie Ladd, who plays the “dental 
blocks” for certain arrangements. The dental blocks are 
nothing more than Ladd’s molars and bicuspids tapped 
in front of the microphone with his fingernails or a pencil.

JIFFY WAFFLES 


2 cups sifted cake flour YZ teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoons baking powder 1% cups milk, approximately 
1 teaspoon sugar YY cup butter, melted and cooled 


2 eggs 
Sift together cake flour, baking powder, sugar and salt. (Meanwhile have butter 
melting.) Add one cup of milk and beat until smooth. Add eggs, one at a time, to the 
melted and cooled butter. Beat together thoroughly, then add to flour mixture. Beat 
well. Gradually add remaining % cup milk. Cook in preheated hot waffle iron. This 
waffle batter should be quite thin, so, if necessary, add a little more milk than suggested. 


FRIED CHICKEN, HILDA 


Have tender frying chicken separated into pieces. Clean, singe and wash. Dry well, 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and paprika. Sprinkle with a little flour. Melt 4 tablespoons 
fat in deep iron frying pan or skillet. (Half butter, half vegetable shortening is an 
excellent combination.) When fat is very hot, add chicken pieces and brown well on 
all sides. Reduce heat, cover pan and cook until chicken is tender—approximately 1 
hour. Remove chicken to heated platter. Pour off excess fat in pan, leaving about 2 
tablespoons. Add 1% tablespoons flour, brown slightly. Slowly add 1 cup milk. Heat and 
stir until smooth and thickened. Add seasonings to taste. Pour gravy over chicken or 
serve in separate bowl. This chicken is delicious served with the waffles given above. 


HASHED BROWNED POTATOES 


Peel 4 medium sized potatoes. Using a coarse shredder, shred potatoes into cold 
water. (They may be diced or chopped fine, instead of shredded, but since they must 
be very fine, a shredder is the quickest method.) After 10 minutes drain potatoes and 
wipe dry between folds of clean towel. Meanwhile, brown a medium sized onion, minced 
fine, in 3 tablespoons butter. Add potatoes. Sprinkle with salt and a little pepper. Cook 
until potatoes are tender (about 20 minutes) stirring frequently. Then cook 5 minutes 
longer, without stirring, to form a brown under-crust. Fold like an omelet and serve. 


OLD FASHIONED CHOCOLATE CAKE 
14% cups sugar 

3 egg yolks, beaten 

1 cup buttermilk or sour milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

3 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

Sift flour, measure. Add baking powder, soda and salt. Sift together three times. 

Cream butter (or other shortening) thoroughly. Add sugar gradually, creaming together 
until light and fluffy. Add well beaten egg yolks; beat thoroughly. Add flour mixture 
alternately with the buttermilk or sour milk, beating after each addition until smooth. 
Add vanilla. Fold in egg whites lightly but thoroughly. Bake in two greased and lightly 
floured 9-inch layer cake pans in moderate oven (375° F.) 25-30 minutes or until a cake 
tester inserted in cake comes out clean. Cool. Cover with the following frosting: 


4 cups sifted flour 

2 teaspoons double-acting baking powder 
teaspoon soda 

teaspoon salt 

cup butter or other shortening

An Opening is the first night or the first 
showing of a film at a motion picture thea- 
tre when it begins its steady run there. 
That is to say, when it is booked for six 
days or more, following its  first-night 
showing.

A Premiére is a phenomenon that orig- 
inated in Hollywoood and is typical of the 
movie capital. It is comparable to an open- 
ing, only on a very much more grandiose 
scale, with an attendant orgy of show- 
offs and showing off. Its a carnival of 
minks, sables, ermines, jewels, exotic and 
exotically expensive perfumes, flowers— 
all that lovely ladies’ frail bodies can car- 
ry at one time. It is, to be more exact, 
an opportunity for the élite of filmdom to 
meet and collectively pan or praise the 
completed artistic effort of a great many 
artisans over a period of many weeks. It 
is, furthermore, a Roman Holiday for the 
townspeople, who stand or sit for hours 
on sidewalks outside the entrance of the 
theatre just to get a ficeting glimpse of 
their favorites in the film world.

To me, the building of bleachers and 
tiers of seats (not at all unlike those of a 
circus) outside the theatre’s entrance is 
the height of nothing at all. It is this act 
on the part of the movie moguls which 
shows that they enjoy the adulation and 
cheers of massed humanity.

Were these audiences quiet and respect- 
ful and perhaps the least bit awed, the oc- 
casion might be a dignified and laudatory 
one. But as it is, with increasing years of 
viewing their favorites closer than people 
of any other town in the land, these crowds 
have come to be almost offensive. They 
make wisecracks and jibes and keep up a 
running fire of commentary about those

1 appearance at a local department store 
here, for an hour or two, the performer 
permitted to autograph his records or

While these things are perhaps condu- 
cive to a big gross at the box-office, the 
management has never thought of their 
effect on the performer! As a result he 
may step out onto the stage wearing a 
drawn, haggard face. His voice may be 
so tired, from the incessant activities 
forced on him, that it is all he can do to 
give a decent performance.

The many adoring young ladies who 
may have kept the hapless artist at the 
station, the store, the luncheon or the 
hospital for hundreds of autographs are 
the first to express keen disappointment 
when the evening’s performance is below 
par in quality and brilliance.

FOR the past several issues I have 
promised to tell you about our tour through 
the Hebrides of Northern California. I 
herewith keep that promise. A while back 
I recounted some of the hazards that face 
a traveling dance band, such as weather 
conditions, competition, and playing in lo- 
calities where one’s radio program cannot 
be picked up.

Then, after her 
movie success, she joined the Charlie Mc- 
Carthy Sunday evening program at a 
salary much larger than NBC had asked, 
even when they were most optimistic about 
her prospects.

EDDIE CANTOR is the only comedian 
who still indulges in violent antics for the 
studio audience.

BENNY GOODMAN is beset with the 
troubles that go with making important 
personalities out of individual members of 
his band. The members of his swing 
quartet and swing trio are being ap- 
proached by Broadway promoters with ad- 
vice to “Quit Goodman and get out into 
the big money with a band of your own.” 
Gene Krupa, the drummer, was first to go. 
A contract bound him to Goodman for an- 
other year, but Benny waived that and set 
Krupa free. Starting a new band is always 
a hazardous undertaking, involving heavy 
preliminary expense and possibility of oper- 
ating at a loss for a few months while the 
band is in its experimental stages. And 
there 1s no assurance that the band will be- 
come popular, even though a popular and 
competent figure such as Krupa presides. 

Nevertheless, the possibility of huge 
profits makes musicians restless. Good- 
man 1s worried about holding his band 
together.

GEORGE JESSEL’S nasal singing never 
did sound well on radio, but this year, ap- 
parently unaware of his defects, he has 
chosen to set it off in its worst light. In 
his Sunday afternoon Mutual network pro- 
gram, he sings with a group of typically 
slick-throated radio singers. He usually goes 
a little flat about half way through a 
chorus. The effect often becomes grotesque.

NO RUNS, NO ERRORS—ONE HIT 


One thing that helped Larry Clinton get 
the public recognition he deserves was his 
nutty swing composition, Dipsy Doodle. 
With the smell of baseball in the air, the 
story of how he came to write that tune 
deserves telling: 

Last fall, Larry, a rabid baseball fan, 
journeyed out to the New York Polo

First is a limbering-up exercise good 
for the waist. Stand erect. Raise the hands 
over the head, then, bending from the waist 
and keeping the knees straight, reach for 
the floor. At first your fingertips will 
probably only reach a point midway be- 
tween knees and floor, but don’t worry. A 
few days of practice and it will be easy to 
touch the floor with the palm of the hand. 

Stand in one spot and run hard. Then, 
hop from one foot to the other. Stand 
with arms over the head and sway from 
side to side from the waist. These are 
exercises that give the body balance and 


grace. They train the body to do your 
will. Needless to say, a good many stub- 


born pounds will fall away after a few 
weeks of regular exercising. 
All wrist exercises are worthwhile, for 


they promote poise and grace for the 
hands. The youthful hand is the one that 
moves from a flexible wrist. Describe 
circles by moving the hands from the 
wrists. Wave the hands back and forth 
from the wrist. 

Swimming is the sport Helen Lynd 


finds most enjoyable. Outdoor swimming, 
she says, is particularly healthful as it 
gives her an opportunity to spend hours 
in the fresh air and vitamin-giving sun- 
light. Swimming develops the body and 
swimming reduces! This sounds contra- 
dictory, but it has been proven that swim- 
ming is truly the great “regulator” exer- 
cise. If you are not conveniently near the 
ocean, pool or “old swimming hole,” you 
can still practice swimming and shape your 
figure on land! Here are the exercises: 

Down on the floor. Lie on your right 
side with right arm extended straight up 
by the head. Scissor-kick rapidly several 
times. Turn over to the other side and 
scissor-kick. This exercise should be 
followed by the “flutter kick’? executed by 
lying on the back with hips elevated and 
rapidly kicking the legs. 

You may practice the breast stroke by 
standing erect and going through the exact 
motions, as though you were really in the 
water. Repeat several times. 

The overhand stroke may also be prac- 
ticed at home, in similar fashion. 

Badminton, tennis, roller-skating, bicy- 
cling are all favorite sports of the stars. 
These sports, when actively engaged in, 
do wonders about sculpturing the figure, 
jogging the liver and stirring up a cir- 
culation that promotes a new clarity of 
complexion. The one-two-three exercises 
take on a new glamour when you know 
that while improving the figure they are 
also conducive to proficiency at a fasci- 
nating game or sport.
